In  order  to 
support  these  efforts,  the  Department  asks  USUN  to  please 
provide  weekly  updates  in  a front-channel  cable  regarding  the 
deployment  of  the  United  Nations-Af rican  Union  Mission  in 
Darfur  (UNAMID)  and  the  UN  Light  and  Heavy  Support  Packages 
for  the  African  Union  Mission  in  Sudan  (AMIS).  We  are 
particularly  interested  in  the  following:

1.1.  Allocation  of  senior  posts 

1.2.  US  military  advisors 

IB.  Financial  arrangements  to  cover  troop  costs. 

IC.  Force  generation. 

1.1.  Troop  commitments,  including  readiness,  UN 
Department  of  Peacekeeping  Operations 

deployment  visit  scheduling,  and  timelines 

1.2.  Helicopters  and  transport  units. 

1.3.  Police:  Individual  police. 

Formed  Police  Units  (FPUs). 

14.  Possible  donor  support. 

ID.  Deploying  the  Heavy  Support  Package. 

1.1.  Complete  expansion  of  seven  camps. 

1.2.  Deploy  two  new  battalions  for  AMIS. 

IE.  Deploying  the  UNAMID  Early  Effects  package. 

IF.  UN  assumption  of  USG  Operations  & Maintenance  Contracts. 

IG.  Transfer  of  USG  assets  to  the  UN.
